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a body bag, while Warren Com- 
mission testimony had showed it 
had been sent from Dallas 
wrapped in sheets. 

“There was no brain to be re- 
moved — all the brain was blown 
out,” O’Connor said. "I said ‘My 
God, there’s no brain — it’s all 
gone.' ” 

ADDING TO the mystery of 
the missing brain is a report 
filed by FBI agents Francis 
O’Neill and James Sibert, who 
observed the autopsy to receive 
any bullets recovered from the 
body. 

Lifton flashed a slide on a 
screen which showed a a portion 



of the statement: "...it wa& ap- 
parent that a tracheotomy had 
been performed as well as sur- 
gery of the head area, namely in 
the top of the skull .” 

Lifton emphasized that no Dal- 
las doctor had performed any 
surgery on Kennedy’s head. 

A native of New York, Lifton, 
43, graduated from Cornell Uni- 
versity School of Engineering, 
and first became interested in 
the assassination while attending 
UCLA Graduate School of Engi- 
neering Physics. After hearing 
several contradictory lectures on 
the assassination, he eventually 
gave up engineering to research 
and write his first book.
